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1A gets nod here 
as voters turn out 
despite rainy day 


With nearly two-thirds of the state's 
precinets reporting in Tuesday’s referen- 
dum. election, 51 percent of Maine’s 
voters favored the initiated question (1A) 
giving voters the ultimate say in the 
siting of any low-level waste storage or , 
waste-disposal system. The legislative 
option received the support of 28 percent, 
while “none of the above” received 21 
percent. : 

Early state-wide returns indicate ap- 
proval of all bond issues, with the follow- 
ing support: clean water, 68 percent; 
high-tech, 53 percent; roads and airports, 
72 percent; railroads, 51 percent; 
historic, 51 percent; voc-ed, 63 percent, 
The constitutional amendment concern- 
ing civil office was being defeated with 
52 percent voting “no"; the amendment 
changing the term of office to four years 
for sheriffs appears headed for approval 
with.58 percent of the early vote.

Area voters made a good showing at the 
polls yesterday despite the rainy weather 
and despite the fact that there were no 
local issues on the ballot. 

While most local towns got about one- 
third of their registered voters to the polls, 
some of the smaller towns—such as 
Gilead, Newry and Upton-—had turnouts 
of around 50 percent, (Gilead, with 118 
registered voters, tallied 49 votes; Newry, 
With 216 voters got 117 votes; Upton, with 
65 voters recorded 33 votes.) 

With no exceptions locally, voters 
wanted to haye the ultimate say on the 
siting of any low-level nuclear waste site 
(option 1A). They gave short shrift to the 
arguments of the governor in favor of the 
1B option and gave less consideration to 
the 1C option favored by Maine Audubon 
and the Natural Resources Council of 
Maine, 

Unfortunately, all the choices on the 
first question confused some voters, and

The Northern Oxford County Health 
and Services Council has rejected all bids

The council, and the federal Farmers 
Home Loan Administration, had 
estimated the work at about $370,000.

$490,000 to above $600,000. 

The health center, which has been con- 
ducting a fund-raising drive to collect 
donations to pay for the renovation, had 
been hoping to get the new roof on the old 
building before winter. Now, however,

GAMM, Inc., ready to lease 
space for factory in Bethel 


Gamm, Inc., a New Hampshire gar- 
ment manufacturing firm, is close to 
signing a two-year agreement with the 
owners of the Bethel Mall to lease 3,800 
square feet of the mall for a garment fac- 
tory. Greg Monier, owner of the Ashland, 
N.H.-based firm, told Bethel officials and 
Bethel Area Chamber of Commerce 
board members he has already ordered 
the machinery for the new factory. 

Mr, Monier, during a visit last Friday 
by chamber and Town of Bethel officials 
to his factory in Berlin, said. the only 
thing holding up opening the factory is 
the installation of additional electric 
power, 

The need for additional parking for 
employees is being looked into by town 
officials and is not considered a major 
impediment. 

Berlin plant manager Jeannette 
Demers told The Citizen yesterday, after 
meeting with the mall owners— the 


Plant manager

Duane Gilbert, the former plant 
manager at Ekco Wood Products, in 
Locke Mills, has purchased the mill. The 
closing was last Thursday. Thé name of 
the mill has been changed to Gilbert Mfg. 
Corp. 

Mr. Gilbert told The Citizen he did not 
plan any immediate changes. “I’m plan- 
ning to utilize the same management 
team and production workforce.” 

He added, ‘“We’re planning con- 
siderable automation.” 

For the time being, however, he's hir- 
ing back workers who had been laid off 
in anticipation of the change of owner- 
ship. Neither party to the negotiations 
wanted to build up a large inventory of 
products prior to the sale and therefore 
production was held to the bare 
minimum. Whereas the workforce had 
dropped to 48, it is now up to 62, Mr. 
Gilbert said, and he expects to hire

Jones brothers, of Windham, “I think it's 
safe to say that the building is ours,” 

Mr, Monier told the visitors last Fri- 
day he wanted. to open the Bethel area 
plant because, “We need another labor 
pool.”

Bethel officials — 
looking to boost 
fees at landfill 


The Bethel Board of Selectmen Mon- 
day night pondered a computation by the 
town manager on the cost of operating 
the town’s landfill. They came away 
from the discussion feeling that they 
would have to begin charging much 
higher rates for other towns using the- 
site, 

Based on the preliminary figures 
presented by Town Manager Rodney 
Lynch for the discussion, the rates.could 
jump over fourfold. 

Presently, the Town of Newry—the 
largest client-user—is paying $3,600 a 
year to the Town of Bethel. The town 
manager, using tonnage figures supplied 
by the trash hauler, estimated the per- 
ton cost of Newry at only $11 per ton. 

On the other hand, he informed the 
board that the Androscoggin Valley 
Council of Governments estimates the 
average cost of waste disposal at $35-$45 

per ton. 

Bethel’s cost, including operating cost 
and capital costs involved withconvert- 
ing the landfill to meet Department of 
Environmental Protection requirements, 
was calculated at $64,000 per year, or $48 


per ton. continued on Page Three

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Barry Goldwater: 
Conscience of the Conservatives 

I may disagree with Barry Goldwater 
on many political issues—from some 
aspects of Civil Rights to Central 
America and the CIA, But I am grateful 
to the noble Arizona Republican for the 
one political attitude I hold most dear: 
his unswerving and courageous dedica- 
tion to protecting the American system 
of government as provided for by the 
Constitution. 

When it comes to defending the Con- 
stitution, Barry Goldwater, with 
characteristic guts and gruffness, has no 
peer. 

Recently, Goldwater demonstrated his 
abiding dedication to the Constitution 
during the Senate’s debate over a bill in- 
troduced by Sen. Jesse Helms, Senator 
Helms (Republican of North Carolina) 
proposed that the federal courts, in- 
cluding the Supreme Court, be denied the 
authority to rule on cases involving the 
separation of church and state in the 
public schools. Senator Goldwater was 
obviously stunned by the thought. 

“Did you really write this bill?” 
Goldwater asked Helms. Helms 
acknowledged that he did. “If I wrote it, 
I would be ashamed,” replied Goldwater. 
He then went on to blast Helms’ plan as 
tantamount to “outlawing the Supreme 
Court.” 

What is admirable about Senator 
Goldwater and other traditional conser- 
vatives is that they oppose the court- 
stripping bills, even though some of them 
agree with Helms on thé various issues. 
To the traditiobal conservatives, it’s 
more important to preserve the constitu- 
tional principle of an independent 
judiciary than to win a momentary 
political victory. As Goldwater declared 
while explaining his opposition to the 1982 
court-stripping proposal, “We're more 
concerned about perpetuating our form 
of government that we are with busing, 
abortion, or prayer or anything else.” 

Almost a quarter century after he 
emerged as the leader of America’s 
resurgent conservative movement, 
Barry Goldwater remains an eloquent 
advocate for a political philosophy that 
is conservative in the best sense of the 
word: a commitment to individual 
freedom of conscience and the constitu- 
tionally mandated separation of powers 
among the executive, legislative, and 
judicial branches of government. This 
traditioonal conservatism. places 
Goldwater at odds with the externists of 
the New Right, who would gladly 
sacrifice individual liberties, the separa- 
tion of church and state, and the in- 
dependence of the judiciary in their ef- 
forts to impose their riarrow agenda. By 
standing up to the New Right, Goldwater 
gives new meaning fo the title of his 
political manifesto, The Conscience of 
a Conservative. 

Thank you, Barry Goldwater!

A note 
from the 
publisher 


It was one of 
those mornings 
when you look at the 
world with open 
eyes. The world was 
fresh-washed and 
fresh-scrubbed. The 
hurricane had done that, And now there 
was the blue sky, with a few traces of 
white clouds, “A wind has blown the rain 
away and the clouds away,” the poet 
said. 

It had also blown some trees down and 
many leaves down. But driving along the 
Songo Pond Road, there were still plen- 
ty of colorful leaves on the oaks and 
maples, 

And [had one of those urges that most 
of us get at one time or another—the urge 
to keep going. Just keep going on Rte. 5 
to Fryeburg. Keep going into New Hamp- 
shire. Cross the state on the 
Kancamagus Highway, Keep heading 
west, through Vermont, New York, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio. 

Where do the fall-colors end? I wanted 
to keep driving country roads bordered 
by orange and red-leafed trees until the 
scene changed. Until I hit the great 
plains, where the wheat harvest would 
be finishing. Until I hit the Rocky Moun- 
tains, where it would be freezing cold at 
night and where snow would already be 
falling. “The country, vaguely realizing 
westward,” the poet said. 

It had been years since I had crossed 
the country, since I had driven-through 
the final mountain pass at Snoqualmie in 
the Cascades and dropped down into the 
valley, finally coming to rest on Puget 
Sound. 

There’s something liberating and 
soothing about travel—breaking the or- 
dinary bonds while being cradled in 
whatever time machine transports us to 
a better place. No one would go to a 
worse place, would they? 

Sometimes, oftentimes, you do go toa 
worse place. But you don’t know that un- 
til you’ve been there awhile. 

Y’ve gone to many bad places. There 
was the island of Jolo, in the southern 
Philippines, where, a decade ago, I went 
to check on the Muslim separationist war 
that still goes on. An all-out battle in the 
town a couple of months earlier had 
made a mess of things, but one small 
hotel still had some rooms. No guests, 
however, until I arrived. In the evening 
Tread a portion of “Deliverance,” andin 
the morning I boarded an armored per- 
sonnel carrier filled with Philippine Ar- 
my troops and an American priest. We 
headed into the jungle for about a half- 
hour, finally coming to an encampment, 
where three government battalions had 
taken a break from the war and were 
assembled to hear Mass. 

The priest said Mass, I talked with the 
officers, and then we got into the APC 
and headed back for Jolo town. When we 
were almost home, rifle shots made a 
“pop, pop, pop” sound in the jungle on 
both sides of the road, The soldiers all 
ducked down inside the vehicle and 
began firing their rifles up into the tops 
of the banana and coconut trees. The 
machine gunner, in the front of the vehi- 
cle, sprayed the fields on both sides of us 
with heavy machinegun fire. And the 
driver raced ahead as fast as he could, 
tearing down half the gate when we final- 
ly arrived at the military compound in 
town. 

There were other times in other towns 
in the southern Philippines. I always 
went to the war zone hoping to find Truth, 
and I always left those towns with merely 
some evidence, thankful to be leaving 
and returning to Manila, where, at least, 
I could get a cold beer at night and I could 
sleep past dawn. 

For Mainers, a better place to go usual- 
ly means, in the winter, a place that’s 
warmer—in the summer, a place that’s 
cooler. And this involves migrating, like 
the birds, between home in Maine and 
home in Florida. 

From what I gather, talking with 
spring returnees iri the office when they 
come to change their addresses on their 
subscriptions, Maine is the real homie. 
Florida is warm, alright, but there are 
iio mountains, no frosty nights, no 
snow—arid too many people. 

I grew up in Florida. It was a good 
place then, with dark, sweet-smelling 
nights in endless orange groves and 
pasturelands, I moved back there when 
1 finished up seven years in Asia, think- 
ing it would still be a good place. It 
wasn't—for me, anyway. The orange 
groves and pastiirés had given way to 
shopping malls, hotéls, trailer parks arid 
condos. The night sky was bright with ar- 
tificial light and the night air smelled of 
aiitomiobile exhaust. 

Bethel semis to me a good place—as 
do, for that matter, Andover or Newry 
or Locké Mills, Bryant Pond or West 
Paris, I like the way these communities 
nestle in the hills. I like coming down in- 
to these valleys from the top of the ridge 
int Poland. 

But, in truth, there are no “better” 
places, and a good place is the place 
where we live, where we work, where our 
friends and family aré. 

This doesn’t mean that it’s a waste of 
time to project oufselves into other 
realms, “A man’s grasp should exceed 
his reach, els¢ what's a heaven for,” the 
poet said. ? 

But while a fantasy life can be a nice 
divetsion, it cannot make up for reality. 
“And I have promises to keep,” the poet 
said—to familly, to friends, to co-workers, 
to the community... 

And sol didn't keep driving south arid 
west.on that clear morning after the hur- 
ricarie, although tiy mind had already 
taced ahead to the Pacific Ocean. Some- 
day I'll probably get a chance to see it 
again, even drive all the way to it. But 
for tiow, there was work to be done, news:

GOLDFISH THREAT 
ELIMINATED AT LORING 

A population of goldfish threatening 
native brook trout populations has been 
eradicated from several small ponds at 
Loring Air Force Base in Aroostook 
County. 

Fish and Wildlife Commissioner Glenn 
Manuel credited.a cooperative effort bet- 
ween the U.S. Air Force, Maine Forest 
Service and the Department of Inland 
Fisheries and Wildlife with successfully 
eliminating the problem. 

The goldfish were first discovered in 
Malabeam Lake, the headwater pond, 
during a fishing survey in 1980, Goldfish, 
though considered a tropical fish, adapt 
to colder waters of Maine and are 
regarded by biologists as undesirable 
competitors to native trout.

Winter Bird Feeding: Do It With Suet 


One of the best cold-weather bird 
foods is suet, and a winter suet feeder 
in your yard invites birds you might 
néver play host to~if it were not for 
the suet. 

Many birds love suet, and so it's 2 
valuable addition to your bird feeding 
program. Suet is dense béef fat and it 
can provide birds with the extra energy 
they nééd to stay warm in winter. 

Frént late fall through early spring 
I like to buy two of threc pounds of 
suet at a time and freeze it in half- 
pound chunks. That way, my suet 
feeder never tuns low. You cain usu- 
ally find suet at a supermarket or (if 
you want to be sure you're getting real 
béef suet) at a butcher shop. 

Most suet feeders are wire mesh 
cages. Thé mesh neéds to be just 
large enough for a bird's bill to reach 
through, but not so large that a crow 
or faccoon could take off with large 
piéces of suet. 

A suét cage (bought of hand-made) 
should be constructed of plastic-coated 
wire rather than uncoated metal, ever 
though it’s highly unlikely that any 
part of a bird of other animal would 
freeze to the uncoated surface. The 
cage tieéds a back door for inserting 
the suet. 

Hang your feeder from thé trunk or 
branch of a tree, A suet cage Gor 8 feet 
off the ground will regularly attract 
woodpeckers, titniicé, chickadées, 
nuthatchés, pérhaps brown creepers, 
and other birds that find suet a good 
substitute for their natural high-energy 
foods (insect epps, larvae, etc.). The 
good height will keep the feeder out 
of reach of dogs, foxes, skunks arid 
other poor climbers, though it won't 
guarantee that a raccoon or ant opos- 
Sum Won't raid the cage. 

_ European starlirigs are suet-loving 
birds who are all too apt to take over 


your whole yard once they've lined 
up your suet feeder. If you live in 
Starling country, there are two ways 
to starling-proof a suet cage, thereby 
discouraging an invasion: 

(1) Susperid a baffle or domé over 
the feeder (a pie tin may do). Unlike 
nuthatchés, chickadées and such, star 
lings aré not very good at hanging ver 
tically or upside-down to feed; they 
prefer to perch on the top. 

(2) Buy or make adouble-mesh cage. 
The wite mesh basket that holds suet 
fits inside a largermeésh ({ to 14-inch) 
cage. The small birds can hop in and 
reach the intier basket but the larger 
birds (iticluding starlings) cannot. 


_ On the coldest of days your suet 
feeder may draw birds that rarely 
visit any kind of feeder, During such 
weather, we teceive reports of réd- 
shouldered hawks, pileated woodpeck- 
ers, Ameticani kestrels, Carolina wrens, 
juricos, thrashers, and yellow-rumped 
warblers visiting suet feeders, 

So, don't lét frigid weather get you 
down. Put out the suet and watch the 
ensuing spectacle of birds vigorously 
energizing theriiselves,

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New American, Tina Ouwinga 


New citizen says 
she likes being 
able to take part 


When Tina Ouwinga came to this coun- 
try in 1962, she thought she would attend 
college and then go home to the 
Netherlands. 

However, along the way she got mar- 
ried, had children, went. to work, and 
settled'in for a life in the U.S.A, 

Concerned with the direction she saw 

g the country headed in, she decided if she 
were going to live here she wanted to 
have a hand in deciding domestic and 
foreign policy—-and that meant taking 
part in the political process. 

“After the last (presidential) elections 
L wanted to be part of the voting process. 
L felt out of it,” Mrs, Quwinga said. “That 
was. the only reason I became an 
American citizen—so I could vote, so I 
could participate.” 

She took the oath of citizenship Oct. 11, 
in ceremonies at the U.S, District Court 
in Portland. She was one of 68 persons 
naturalized that day by U.S. Judge Gene 
Carter. 

“T was. so impressed by all those na- 
tionalities,’ she recalled. “It really 
reflects the beauty of the nation.” 

There were Indians, Koreans, 
Filipinos, Canadians, Argentines, 
Hungarians, Mexicans, Taiwanese, 
Cubans, Italians, Vietnamese, Greeks, 
British, Haitians, Sudanese, Irish, Ger- 
mans, Guatemalans, Chinese, Samoans, 
Nicaraguans, Icelanders, Iranians, 
Jamaicans, and one man from the 
Dominican Republic. 

Watching as Mrs. Ouwinga took the 
oath of allegiance to the United States of 
America were her daughter, Maria, and 
colleague John Todd. 

Mrs. Ouwinga teaches at Gould 
Academy, in Bethel, where she is head 
of the foreign languages department, She 
teaches French I through IV and is.ad- 
visor of the Alliance Francaise ¢lub. 

Her husband, Marvin, also teaches at 
Could, where they have been since 1976, 
Daughter Maria is a student at Telstar 
Middle School, while son Rob is a student 
at Gould. 

When she returned from the ceremony 
in Portland, Mrs. Ouwinga found waiting 
for her a handmade card from her 
students, decorated with the Stars and 
Stripes. It read: “Madame, Welcome to 
the U.S.A.” 

Becoming a citizen was not as easy as 
she thought it would be. She easily met 
the requirement of living in this country 
>) for six years and easily learned the 

responsibilities of citizenship. But with 
one of them she had a problem. 

“Part of the form when you become a 
citizen is asking ‘would you bear arms.’ 
I'm a conscientious objector,” she said. 

“It's a crazy wrinkle, After all I'm 44.”

election officials in Andover, Bethel, 
Newry and Woodstock reported large 
numbers of ballots ruined because voters 
had marked two options (instead of just 
one). 

Local voters generally favored borrow- 
ing $15 million for water and sewer im- 
provements. However, they were against 
spending any money setting up a new 
center for advanced technology. 

Borrowing $20 million for road repairs 
met with overwhelming support, but most 
local towns split about evenly on whether 
to have the state buy up unused gail lines, 

Voters were also split evenly on the 
question of whether to provide $2 million 
in matching funds to restore and repair 
historic buildings. 

Although the sentiment was not over- 
whelming, most voters supported the 
bond issue of $2.2 million for the state’s 
vo-tech institutes. 

Both constitutional amendments had 
rough going locally. Local voters. dislik- 
ed the idea of giving legislators the 
freedom to quit. their posts and take 
salaried state jobs. They also disliked the 
idea of extending the term of sheriffs, 
from two years to four years,

directors and the Bethel town officials 
toured, is a busy place turning out 50,000 
garments a week. The plant produces 
orders from such stores as Zayre’s, Pen- 
ney’s and K-Mart, using patterns and 
materials supplied by the buyer. 

In the factory, the material, is cut ac- 
cording to the patterns supplied, stitch- 
ed, pressed and packaged. “We're a com- 
plete manufacturing facility,” owner 
Monier told the visiting delegation, which 
had gone to the factory at the invitation 
of the owner. 

Asked how his firm could compete 
against. foreign textile imports, Mr. 
Monier said he continually upgrades his 
equipment so that his workers can pro- 
duce at a high rate of output. His advan- 
tage in equipment, coupled with the cost 
of shipping garments from Asia to the 
USS., more than offsets the advantage his 
Asian competitors enjoy in terms of 
lower labor costs. 

He said those firms that say they need 
protection from imports simply haven't 
been upgrading their capital investment 
in plant and machinery. 

His company holds labor costs down by 
running non-union shops, he said. And he 
accomplishes this by offering his 
workers good pay and benefit packages. 


getting paid on a piece-work basis, he 
said, with an experienced Stitcher able 
to earn over $6 an hour. Unlike some 
other garment factories, Gamm doesn’t 
change the worker's piece-work rate as 
she gets faster and better, so that any in- 
crease in production shows up as an in- 
crease on her paycheck.

the rejection of the bids “Will set back. 
construction to early-1986,” Mr. Head 
said. ~ 

The Facilities Committee of the coun- 
cil will meet with the Portland architect 
this week and work at downgrading the 
specifications for the job. The commit- 
tee will then meet with the three bidders 
and try to negotiate a price. 

“Tt could be that it’s over-specked,” 
Mr. Head said of the renovation plans.* 
The architectural firm is the same firm. 
that designed the town’s new ambulance’ 
garage, which many residents have com- 


plained is over-specked and too costly. _ 


Mr. Head also cited the overheated’ 
Maine construction business for making: 
contractors too choosy on the jobs they 
bid. There were only three bidders for the 
health center job: from North Conway, 
N.H., Rumford Point, and Jay, 

Local health officials decided last year 
to expanding the present health center 
to keep pace with area health needs. “We 
basically have outgrown the building 
we're in—in terms of scope (of services) 
and numbers. of people we can serve,” 
Health Center Director Shirley Powell 
said when the expansion plans were first 
unveiled last summer. “It was not a ques- 
tion of whether we should (expand) or 
not, but that we had to in order to 
survive.” 

Given the trend towards community- 
based health care and the increase of 
population, health center officials expect 
the current number of patient 
visits~7,000 visits per year—to increase 
in five years to 12,000 to 15,000 visits per 
year. 

The expanded health center will con- 
tain an x-ray unit, a trauma unit, anda 
number of examination rooms and of- 
fices that will be leased to doctors from 
nearby cities so they can see their pa- 
tients locally, The usable space of the 
new health center will be 4,400 square 
feet, compared to 1,800 square feet in the 
present facility. 

In addition to the estimated $370,000 
construction cost, there is also the $36,000 
cost of purchasing the A&P building, plus 
debt service. The council expects to fund 
the project through retained earnings, 
fundraising, sale of the present building 
and borrowing. 

The present building is expected to sell 
for about $70,000, while the fundraising 
drive has already reached its goal of 
$98.6 thousand. The health center already 
has an FmHA loan guarantee for a com- 
mercial loan up to $200,000.

Health Center 


The Bethel Area Health Center is now 
offering.a new vaccine against. Haemo- 
philus Influenzae, 

H. influenzae is a leading cause of 
serious bacterial disease in the United 
States. It is the most common cause of 
bacterial meningitis and occurs primari- 
ly in children under five years of age. 
One out of 20 affected children will die, 
and as many as one out of three will be 
left with some degree of brain damage. 
Other serious illnesses caused by this 
bacteria include pneumonia and infec- 
tions.of bones, joints, skin and the tissue 
surrounding the heart. In this country a 
child’s risk of developing a serious H. in- 
fluenzae disease during the first five 
years of life is about one on 200. with most 
cases occurring in children under two. 

Groups especially at risk include in- 
fants, children from low income families 
and children who attend day care fa- 
cilities. The infection has been known to 
spread from infected individuals to 
members of their household or day care 
contacts, Although the younger the child 
the more likely he or she is to become in- 
fected, unfortunately infants respond in- 
frequently to the vaccine and so are not 
protected by it. A good response (over 90 
percent) is seen by age two. : 

Therefore, the following recommenda- 
tions have been made by the Center for 
Disease Control and endorsed by the 
American Academy of Family Physi- 
cians: 

* All children should be immunized at 
24 months of age. 

« One may wish to immunize children in 
high risk groups at 18 months of age. 

 A-second dose of vaccine may be need- 
ed in the future. 

« Children over age two but younger than 
age five should be immunized if they 
are ina high risk group. For example, 
a three-year-old child who attends a 
day care facility should receive the 
vaccine, 

* It is not yet known known whether the 
vaccine will prove beneficial to older 
children and adults. at high risk. 

In the over 60,000 doses of vaccine so 
far administered there has been only one 
serious reaction, and there have been no 
deaths, Minor reactions.are common, bit 
high fever has occurred in less than one 
percent. 

Families who are regular clients of the 
Health Center and have a child between 
the ages of two and three may call 
824-2193 to schedule the immunization. 
Cost of the vaccine is approximately $10. 

Parents who are unsure as to whether 
their child should be immunized may call 
to discuss the matter further with the 
medical staff. 

Achild who is not seen regularly at the 
Health Center may be scheduled for vac- 

cination if the Health Center has receiv- 
ed a request from the child’s regular 
physician.

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Students to study [ 


Halley’s comet, 
thanks to grant 


SAD #44 teachers recently began focusing 
on the upcoming visit of Halley's comet by 
attending a science workshop prepared by 
Lawrence Arsenault, Telstar science 
teacher. 

Director Arsenault provided information 
on what. a comet is, where it comes from, 
how it behaves, and why scientists are so 
eager to gain more information about these 
celestial “snowballs.” (A portion of Mr, 
Arsenault’s Goddard Space Flight Center 
training last July was in cometary science.) 

The K-4 science workshop is being funded 


by a $15,000 Department of Education and - 


Cultural Services grant written by Mr. 
Arsenault on behalf of SAD #44 for the K-12 
science program. 

In addition to providing science 
workshops for K-6 teachers, and a 
comprehensive K-12 science effort, these 
funds have provided extensive curriculum 
materials such as science texts and lab 
activity kits for K-6. 

In later sessions, Telstar physics teacher 
Timothy Kersey will intruct the physical 
science portion of the workshop. ; 

The life-science aspect of the workshop 
will be conducted under the guidance of 
Richard Roy, Telstar’s biology instructor. 

Mr. Arsenault will review a number of 
earth science topics commonly studied at 
the K-46 levels. 

Elementary teachers district-wide have 
shown a high degree of interest in the 
workshops. 

A later phase will provide participating 
teachers an opportunity to discuss science 
classroom procedures and techniques. 

Teachers are confident that. workshop 
training opportunities of this sort will 
provide the necessary assistance to help 
them. upgrade the science curriculum. 

A special program at the 9th grade level 
designed to assist pupils in the 
“mathematics of science” called Sci-Math 
is also being implemented under the grant.

The time has come to watch out for 
those unusual creatures that appear in 
backyards and along the roadside peer- 
ing into three-legged or hand-held optical 
devices—the comet watchers. Before ex- 
plaining the cause of the epithets that 
these creatures are heard to utter on oc- 
casion, it might be helpful to you to 
understand the motivation that drives 
them out under the stars to search for the 
wisp of light known as Comet Halley. 

There is much that is common about 
comets. More than 600 of these objects 

have been discovered since Edmund 
Halley’s prediction that the comet would 
return in 1758—proving that comets are 
orbiting members of the solar system. 
Only 30 of these are comets that complete 
their orbit in less than 100 years, which 
makes them seem slightly more unique, 
but scientists have estimated that up to 
a trillion more such objects inhabit a 
cloud that surrounds the solar system 
like a shell. So the question remains: 
“What makes. comets so special?” 

The characteristic that has caused 
man to take notice of comets down 
through the ages is their strange ethereal 
appearance. They resemble a cloud of 
smoke; an ethereal spirit materialized. 
In fact, a German Lutheran bishop in 

1578 wrote this spiritual interpretation of 
the appearance of comets, “.. .the thick 
smoke of human sins, rising every day, 
every hour, every moment, full of stench 
and horror before the face of God, and 
becoming gradually so thick as to form 
a comet.” The superstitions that have 
surrounded the appearance of these 
celestial visitors can be traced through 
many of history's greatest moments. .. 
or greatest disasters. 

Halley has been recorded on all except 
one of its 30 returns to the inner solar 
system since Chinese astronomers 
sighted it in 240 B.C. A comet recorded

in a description from 467 B.C, may also 
have been Halley. Since then, it has been 
blamed for the plagues of 530 A.D. in 
Europe and 684 A.D. in China, When King 
Harold, of England, was defeated by the 
invading Normans in the Battle of 
Hastings, 1066 A.D., his downfall was 
heralded by the appearance of Halley. In 
1222, Genghis Khan took his comet as a 
sign that he should conquer the world. In 
1466, shortly after the capture of Constan- 
tinople by the Turks, Halley was seen 
and much of Christian Europe saw the 
celestial visitor as a sign of their moral 
failings. 

These thrilling interpretations of com- 
et meanings did not cease after the 
English astonomer, Edmund Halley, cor- 
rectly predicted that comets orbit the sun 
and that the “Great Comet” would return 
in the year 1758, Instead, superstilion 
continued to interfere with the scientific 
understanding of comets. At its last 
passage, in 1910, astronomers discovered 
that comets contained traces of the 
poisonous gas cyanogen, and that the 
Earth would encounter the tail of the 
comet as it passed..An opportunist in 
Texas began selling placebos as “Com- 
et Pills” to protect people from the gases 
that would envelope the Earth. Mean- 
while, the Followers of the Select attemp- 
ted to sacrifice a young woman to the 
comet. So a realistic understanding of 
comets has been slow to evolve. 

Modern. scientific theory says that 
comets are frozen, dust-laden clumps of 
gases and liquids that formed solid or 
almost-solid bodies near the outer 
planets of the solar system. When they 
become orbiting objects thal travel a cir- 
cuit around Sol, their orbits are usually 
very long, thin oval-shaped paths that 
bring the comet very close to the sun for 
only a short time. It is during that short 
time that radiation from the sun 


evaporates the frozen gases of the com- 
et body (nucleus) and creates the huge 
cloud of the comet head (coma) that 
streams away from the sun in a tail of 
gases. Only rarely do comets come in 
contact with our planet (two are on 
record) but the astronomical size of large 
comets makes them appear to be close. 
Comet tails longer than 200 million miles. 
have been recorded and the Great Com- 
et of 1811 developed a head more than 1*4 
million miles across. 

Unfortunately for us, Comet Halley 
will not be as close to Earth this year as 
it has been at returns in the past. When 
Halley comes closest to the sun, called 
perihelion, on Feb. 9, 1986, the Earth will 
be on the opposite side of the sun, so the 
comet will be invisible. Heading back out 
toward the outer plenets, the comet will 
pass within 40 million miles of the Earth, 
and it will be at its brightest, visible to 
the naked eye but very low on the eastern 
horizon a few hours before sunrise.

NLRB dismisses 
union charges 
against Stowell 


The regional office of the National 
Labor Relations Board last week 
dismissed a charge against Stowell Pro- 
ducts, Ine., of unfair labor practices, The 
charge was brought by the United Fur- 
niture Workers of America, Local #77, 
claiming the new owners of the Stowell 
mill, in Bryant Pond, had acted illegal- 
ly by not hiring union members put out 
of work when the original Stowell Wood 
Products was shut down by foreclosure 
by Casco Northern Bank in July. 

NLRB investigator Bob Pulcini told 
The Citizen he found “insufficient 
evidence to support the charge,” 

The union still can appeal the decision. 
Local president Walter Osgood, who 
works at Ekco, which is represented by 
the same union, said he hadn’t seen the 
decision yet, 

Following the foreclosure and the re- 
opening two weeks later under new 
ownership, the union filed two cases with 
the NLRB; the one against the new 
owners, and another against the old 
owners. The latter suit contended that 
former owner Dexter Stowell had engag- 
ed in illegal labor practices by not in- 
forming the workers that the mill was 
about to be closed, (The union was in the 


process of negotiating a new contract © 


with management at the time.) 

Mr. Osgood told The Citizen, “The 
union has dropped the one against Dex~ 
ter,” But the case could be re-instated at 
any time, he added,

But the area is more than a resort area, 
It is an area of old New England towns, 
populated by solid, hard-working peo- 
ple, most of whom work, or have work- 
ed, in the forests or in wood-related 
industries, 

The heart of the region is the town of 
Bethel, which sits astride the Androscog- 
gin River, 75 miles from Portland and 
180 miles from Boston. The area also in- 
clades the towns of Andover, Hanover, 
Gilead, Newry, Greenwood (or Locke 
Mills), Woodstock (or Bryant Pond) and 
West Paris, plus nearby Bridgton, Har- 
rison, Waterford and Fryeburg, to the 
southwest, and Shelburne, N.H., to the 
northwest. 

The economy has developed into a 
diverse mixture of educational institu- 
tions, wood-based industries, tourism 
and recreation, arts and cra‘ts, agriculture 
and smallfarm enterpri- 5 well asa 
significant community _ mirement and 
vacation homes. 

In many ways, Bethel is a frontier land- 
mark that symbolizes, with its elegant 
19th century architecture, the boundary 
between man-made beauty and the 
scenic beauty of the natural 
surroundings. 

It is this blend of natural and man- 
made beauty that attracts vacationers and 
residents alike—particularly those who 
seek a wholesome lifestyle, an oppor- 
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Bethel —it’s 


tunity to practice self-sufficiency and en- 
joy a leisurely, uncommercialized retreat 
from urban stress, 

The Town of Bethel, which now 
numbers about 2,500 people, was 
founded in 1774 as Sudbury Canada. It 
was not a part of Canada, Rather, the 
name.came about because the land was 
given to settlers from Sudbury, Mass., 
who had fought in the campaign to con- 
quer Canada in 1690. Settlement of the 
town went slowly during the Colonial 
and Revolutionary War eras, and as late 
as 1781 there was an Indian raid (one 
of the last in New England) that resulted 
in three of the townspeople being taken 
captive. 

The town was incorporated in 1796 
and given the name Bethel—taken from 
the Book of Genesis and meaning 
“House of God.” 

Farming was the principal occupation 
of the earliest inhabitants, but with the 
arrival of the Atlantic and St. Lawrence 
Railway, in 1851, connecting Bethel to 
Portland and later Montreal, the wood 
products industry became a major fac- 
tor in the local economy. In addition, the 
arrival of the railroad made it possible 
for summer visitors from Boston and 
New York to travel easily (and in some 
luxury) to Bethel to enjoy the town’s ex- 
traordinay natural setting in the foothills 
of the White Mountians, 

More than just a pretty face 

Bethel’s reputation as a seat of high- 
quality education dates from 1836, 
when Gould Academy was established. 
The academy served both local and 
boarding students with topnotch educa-

Sunday River became the fourth 
largest ski area in Maine and New 
Hampshire this past summer after a 
mammoth 1985 $5.6 million expansion 
project 

The expansion includes two new 
chairlifts, seven new trails, 30 additional 
acres of snowmaking, 76 con- 
dominiums, a commercial center with 
residential condominiums, and other on- 
site improvements to buildings and 
grounds, Sunday River has been steadi- 
ly expanding the resort operations since 
1980, and in the past five years a total 
of $13.2 million has been invested at the 
area. 

The expansion includes the Fall Line 
2,039-foat double chairlift, loading near 
the existing South Ridge double chairlift. 
This new double chair will lift skiers 308 
vertical feet up the mountain and will 
be used primarily as a transportation lift 
to the Barker Mountain slopes and the 
new North Peak area. The Fall Line 
chairlift, the first phase of a double/dou- 
ble chairlift, will also serve the new Sun- 
dance teaching slope at South Ridge. 

The second new lift, the North Peak 
triple chairlift, servicing North Peak, will 
be 4,165 feet in length, with a vertical 
drop of 922 feet.

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Local storyteller explains Maine 


West Paris, just down the road (Route 
26) from Bethel, is possibly an unlike- 
ly place in which to find one of the 
state's best-known storytellers, but that’s 
the fact of the matter, 

Joe Perham was born and bred in 
West Paris—a town of 1,400 people— 
along with a dozen other Perham kids. 
It took 33 years for all the Perham kids 
to clear the halls of the local schools, 
recalls the 52-year-old Perham. 

Living on a hill adjacent to the fami- 
ly farm, with a view of the Oxford hills 
spread out below, Perham finds himself 
quite comfortable in the attractive mill 
town he calls home, "I really think West 
Paris is in the middle of things,” he 
says—"between Sugarloaf USA. and 
Waterville Valley, New Hampshire.” 

He points out that it is also about mid- 
way between Boston and Montreal. “If 
I'm not at the center of the universe, | 
don’t know who is,” 

He inhabits this center of the universe 
with a bunch of characters he’s made 
famous locally through telling stories 
about them at club meetings and lun-

cheons and dinners, and on record—~ 
though he's the first to admit that he 
hasn’t done much to clear out the 
backlog of recordings (he’s done three 
so far) in his basement. “I don’t have 
a very strong philosophical commit- 
ment to selling my records,” 

The péople that he talks about in his 
tall tales are mostly real people in town. 
There’s Dickie Baker, Billings, Clyde, 
and Perham's neighbor down the road, 
dairyman Ole Olson—one of the many 
Scandinavians who came to the valley 
to find work in the wood mills. 

The local mill—Penléy's—also figures 
prominently in many of Perham’s 
stories, as does another local enterprise, 
the Trap Corner Store, Most of his tales 
seem to involve people who have either 
left the mill or are drinking coffee at the 
store—which is where Perham regular- 
ly goes for a hamburger lunch. 

Penley’s, if you can believe Perham, 
is “the home of the world-famous 
Penley clothespin—the Cadillac of 
clothespins, as they’re known in the 
trade.” Local residents have a more

mundane view .of the mill—simply 
looking upon it as the largest employer 
in the town. 

Billings is one of Perham’s characters 
who worked at the mill until retirement 
at age 65, at which point he got mar- 
ried. Asked why he waited so long to 
get married, Billings told Perham, ac- 
cording to the storyteller, "If you find 
a good woman, she’s worth waiting for. 
If she’s nat a good one, you don’t have 
so long to live with her.” 

Billings’ bride was not a good one, 
as things turned. out. Yet he took her 
everywhere he went. When Perham 
asked him why he didn’t leave her at 
home, Billings was incredulous. “Hell, 
then I’d have to kiss her goodbye.” 

While there’s some feuding between 
the sexes in Perham's stories, more 
typical struggles are between the tourist 
(usually from Massachusetts) and the 
local citizen. And Perham’s neighbor, 
Ole Olson, is typical of the unassum- 
ing local resident. 

Perham Joves to tell the story about 
the Massachussetts tourist who stopped 
his car along High Street to gaze at the 
lovely view of Olson’s herd of cows in 
the field. Spotting Olson, he asked the 
farmer about one particular cow. “How 
come that cow has no horns?” asked the 
tourist. 

The farmer, good-natured as could 
be, informed the man that sometimes 
cows’ horns are done away with 
through genetic breeding, and 
sometimes they get knocked off by ac- 
cident. Sometimes, even, farmers cut 
them off. “But the reason that particular 
cow has no horns,” said Ole, "is 
because it’s a horse,” 

Another local resident was set upon 
one day by an irate out-of-state driver 
when he turned off Route 26 into his 
driveway without so much as a signal. 


_ "Why ‘don’t you: signal before you 


turn?” stormed the out-of-stater. "Why 
should |,” shot back the local, "I always 
tum here.” —

Asan example, he offers the story told 
by Holman Day, one of the earliest 
practitioners of Maine humor, about 
himself when he was traveling out west 
in the days before the telegraph. He 
received a letter from a friend of his 
back home in Maine informing him that 
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his house had burned down and that 
the local authorities had put a plaque 
up on the ruins.

Two weeks later the mailed reply 
came to him: “The plaque reads, 
‘Greenville, eight miles.’”

a reader of folklore, which. is not sur- 
prising since he spent 27 years as a high 
schoo] English teacher, “My interest 
was as an English teacher, studying 
humor and seelng what it could do," 

He found that some forms of humor 
have universal application, For exam- 
ple, he found that stories from poor far- 
ming ateas of the south fit in culturally 
with the farming and logging society of 


westem Maine. “(That sort of) provin- 


cial humor’ fits an area. like Maine, 
somewhat isolated, insulated, 
eccentric—highly individualized, What 
people. say isn’t dictated by social 
pressure.” 

Joe Perham keeps busy filling speak- 
ing engagements throughout New 
England, as well as donating time to the 
area schools to talk with students about 
folklore and humor, He also hires out 
as a tour guide, of sorts, giving talks 
before busloads of visitors staying at 
local hostelries. He says of these latter 
audiences: “It takes awhile to educate 
them as to what Maine humor is. They 
expect you to puton the Maine accent.” 

He points out that the humor of in- 
terior Maine is different from the Down 
East humor of coastal Maine, populariz-

of "Bert and |" fame, 

This is not to say that he doesn’t tell 
his stories without a Maine accent. He 
does. In fact, in his. story about a 
75-year-old farmer in Gilead, Maine, on 
the New Hampshire border, he goes to 
great lengths to explain that the farmer's 
farm was on "the Evans Notch Rood” 
(pronounced as in "“wood”). When the 
surveyers came to re-survey the “rood,” 
they found that the old man’s farm was 
actually in New Hampshire—not in 
Gilead at all. "| thank the good God 
Almighty,” exclaimed the oldtimer.

Fire Station: One of the newer public 
buildings in town, the fire station was 
built in 1965. It replaced a large frame 
building known as The Block, which 
had housed a store, two: apartments, 
community room, offices, and the fire 
department, at various times. From the 
Common, proceed in a northerly direc- 
tion along Church Street. : 

The large house on the corer of 
Church Street and the Common was at 
various times a store, a summer hotel, 
and, for many years, the summer home 
of Dr. William Rogers Chapman, whose 
accomplishments in the musical world 
brought some well-known musical per- 
sonalities to Bethel. The building is now 
the Chapman Inn and is a year-round 
bed and breakfast establishment. The 
houses along Church Street were built 
during the: mid-to-late-1 9th. century. 

The Church of the Nazarene now oc- 
cupies the building built in 1853 by the 
Universalist Society, Memorial windows 


are a more recent addition. 

Park Street, off Church Street, leads 
to Kimball Park, which was developed 
in the 1860s by ira C, Kimball, 

The West Parish Congregational 
Church was built in 1847, Cross Church 
Street and follow the sidewalk in front 
of Gould Academy infirmary to Elm and 
High streets, 

Gould Academy: Now a private 
preparatory school, Gould was founded 
in 1836 as a village academy. Through 
a series of generous contributions, the 
campus took on its present appearance 
in the middle years of this century. 
Follow High Street to the Civil War 
Monument. 

The vacant lot to the right once con- 
tained an old jail known popularly as 
The Lock-up: Tramps and other 
wanderers were allowed to spend the 
night there. 

The modern Casco Bank building, 
built in 1968, stands on the site original- 
ly occupied by Bryant’s Market, 
operated by four generations of Bryants.

The Odd Fellows Hall was built in the 
1890s. Behind it, the Masonic Lodge oc- 
cupies the building erected by the Chris- 
tian Science Society in 1924, Cross the 
street.

Restaurant, a beauty shop and apart- 
ments. Cross the street. 

The Methodist Church was built in 
1893, replacing an older building that 
was destroyed: by a cyclone in 1891. 
Cross the street. 

The Bethel House site, which is now 


senior citizen housing, has served 
various functions. in town. It was a motel, 
a dormitory for Gould Academy, and a 
movie theater, Cross the street. 

The Cole Block was built in 1891. It 
was once the location of Bethel’s two 
banks, as well as town office, Odeon 
Hall, on the second floor, has served as 
a movie theater and was the location for 
town. meetings, socials, Gould gradua- 
tions, church services and other gather- 
ings. Presently it continues to house the 
town office, plus a real estate office, and 
The Bethel Citizen newspaper office and 
print shop. 


The Bethel Savings Bank’s new 
building, built in 1974, occupies a site 
that formerly had a store, the post office 
and a laundromat. Cross the street. 

The Wiley Block has been the loca- 
tion of a drug store, under different 
ownerships, for many years, it was also 
formerly a post office location. 

The Edelweiss: building is a replace- 
ment of an earlier commercial building. 
In addition to. the downstairs store, there 
are apartments upstairs. Cross back to 
the opposite corner.on Main Street and 
Broad Street.

While the hills of western Maine are 
best known for their timber and their ski 
slopes, the area is also very productive 
agriculturally, 

When colonists first settled the area in 
the late 1700s, they settled along the An- 
droscoggin River and farmed the fertile 
riverbank soils. 

Intime they moved to higher ground, 
to keep their homes from being dampen- 
ed by spring floods, but the farms con- 
tinued to produce excellent crops and 
pasture. 

Today, there are still five active dairy 
farms in Bethel, a number of sizeable 


potato farms, lots of smallish comfields 
(producing awfully sweet corn), many 


apple orchards, and two poultry farms. . 


There’s Raymond and Beatrice Bucks’ 
poultry farm, on the Middle Intervale 
Road; and there's Roberts’ Poultry Farm, 
on Route 2. ‘ 

Begun by Stan Roberts, originally of 
Mexico, Me., in 1945, the farm is now 
owned by his daughter and son-in-law, 
Suzy and Frank Harrington. 

Their laying hens, at fast count, 
numbered about 48,000 birds. Another 
15,000 to 18,000 ate growing to laying 
size at any given time.

With each layer producing an average 
of 6.7 eges per week, the farm obvious- 


ly produces a Jot of eggs. But, as Mrs. 


Harrington says, it’s just a small farm, as 
poultry farms go. DeCoster Farms, of 
nearby Turner, Me., has three million 
birds, It's the largest producer around. 

Still, Stan Roberts is proud of the way 
his farrn has developed. Having lived 
through the Depression, he was used to 
hard work. Naw in his 70s, he still gets 
out and helps in the hen houses. 

The hen houses have been modemiz- 
ed over the years. Whereas the hens us- 
ed to be allowed to wander freely over 
the floorand drop their eggs wherever 
they chose, the newest henhouse on the 
property keeps the hens caged—two per 
cage—and their eggs drop into wire 
baskets, where they are collected every 
day by women who push carts up and 
down the rows of caged hens, 

Stan Roberts says, “If you use the old 
methods you can’t compete.” 

Mr. Roberts has nothing but disdain 
for those people who raise a fuss about 
keeping birds caged their entire lives, 
and daughter Suzy Harrington points out 
that since the birds know no other 
lifestyle, they adapt to it, 
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WOMEN MAKE THE ROUNDS of the henhouses each morning, collecting 
the eggs from the 48,000 laying hens.

ten The hens jump around in their cages 


when a jet goes by (especially if it breaks 
? the sound barrier) or when a coyote 


howls. And they'll peck to death a 
neighboring hen if it looks different— 
for instance if the color or shape of the 
bird is different. “A chicken is the most 
prejudiced thing,” says Mrs. Harrington. 

The sharp ends of the hens’ beaks are 
clipped off at eight days in order to hold 


down the damage done by pecking one 
another. 

The hens are purchased as day-old 
chicks from a hatchery. Roberts Poultry 
Farm buys a hybrid species called “sex 
links,” which grow to be a five to

At 24 weeks, the heris begin to lay, 


and they will continue laying eggs at a 


good rate for about one year. After that 


' production falls off, and the birds are 
shipped off to places like Campbell 
soup. The farm will also sell them to 
anyone who wants them for soup. (They 


dan’t make good fryers.) 

Aiter the eggs are picked up each mor- 
ning, they are either immediately pack- 
ed for shipment (same going as far away 
as California), or they are sent down to 
the egg house for candling and sorting. 

There, deft-fingered women check for 
cracks and blood spots and sort he eggs 
into their appropriate sizes, 

Roberts Poultry Farm, along with 
Bucks Poultry Farm, supplies many of 
the focal stores. And this is a big plus 
for local consumers, who don’t have to 
cat exes produced by big conglomerates, 
As Mrs, Hatrinton notes: “We've got an 
advantage: we're still hand-packing. {t 
keeps the quality up.” 

Another thing that keeps quality up 
locally is refrigeration. “What happens 
trom the hen to the store is real impor- 
tant to the quality of the egg,” says Mrs. 
Harrington. Heat is the biggest factor in 
spoiling the freshness of an egg. She 
notes that consumers can gauge 
treshness by observing the size of the air 
cell in the bigger end of the egg. The 
sraatler the air cell, the fresher the egg 
and the better the quality. 

Aside from selling eggs, the farm sells 
potatoes, bird seed and hen manure, of 
which they have plenty. “It's a good idea 
to put hen manure on your lawn," Mrs. 
Harrington says, “especially if you like 
preen prass.” ‘ 

Lots of local folks like green grass, and 
lots buy hen manure at the farm, 

The farm awners also spread the 
manure on their own lush fields, and 
rent out manured garden plots to local 
gardeners each summer, 

Looking at the operation overall, Mrs, 
Hartington says, “We're small, but we're 
paid for. It's getting so the small farmer 
can hardly survive, You: can’t control 
your profit margin because you can’t 


control the cost of supplies.” 

The owners try to control the cost of 
supplies to some extent by grinding their 
own feed. They purchase the raw corn, 
soy, salt, baking soda and peanuts and 
grind it together in their own mills fo 
pone a carefully balanced diet for the

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A local teacher recalls 


While we hear stories about “The Lit- 
tle Red Schoolhouse,” which is deeply 
ingrained in Maine nostalgia, it is like the 
buffalo and the horse-and-buggy—a dim 
historical memory. 

In days past there were numerous one- 
room schoolhouses scattered throughout 
the hills of Maine, and they were serv- 
ing the needs of Maine youngsters until 
not too many years ago. 

They were of a pattem: clapboards on 
the outside, with a row of high windows 
on two sides, and two separated toilets 
on the back. 

The weather-beaten one-room 
schoolhouse is now a thing of the past, 
thanks to schoolbuses, but here is one

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teacher who remembers the pot-bellied 
wood stove, the long black stovepipe 
that ran the Jength of the room, and the 
graduated seats (because ages ranged 
from a precocious five up to 14, and the 
older ones sat in back while the younger 
sat toward the front.)

The old schools required much work, 
but | wouldn’t give up one day of hav- 


ing taught in a one-roomer. The ex- 


perience | had there gave me an 
understanding of the full scope of a 
youngster’s growth. 

Another thing about the one-roomer 
was, when the higher grades were 
reciting, the younger children listened 
and leamed from them. With nine 
grades to teach, which meant more than 
30 classes a day, there was little spare 
timn:. | remember dictating spelling 
words, while putting on overshoes or 
buttoning a coat for a five-year-old who 
was to take an earlier bus or to walk 
home,

ride fora picnic, a usual thing at school’s 
end, It was an exciting and educational 
event, for many had never ridden on a 


train. 

Officials at the railroad station added 
two extra Coaches to the train. There 
were 137 tickets sold before 
the train left, at 10:28 a.m. The agent 
said it was the largest crowd ever to 
leave the West Paris station in the 
111-year history of railroading on the 
Grand Trunk Railway (the line from 
Portland to Montreal). That was in 1960, 
Shortly afterwards, the little station, like 
the little school, became just a memory, 
as it too closed. 

That day was enjoyed at a picnic area 
in West Bethel, and some went as far as 
Groveton, We all returned on the after- 
noon train. 

Until the last years of teaching | had 
no way to duplicate written work except 


| by using carbon paper. This meant a lot 


of extra work for me at home. 

In class, in order to deal with such a 
wide assortment of grades, there had to 
be seat work for the little fellers while 
teaching the alder ones, and vice versa, 

We had a recess during the moming 
session, a longer one at noon time, and 
another in mid-afternoon, | always took 
part in games the children chase. Often 
we went to ski on the hill beyond the 
school building at noon time. 

L expect there were hopes at times that 
teacher would fall, but I-don’t recall that 
i did. |, too, had had experience, for | 
grew up in the country and had attend- 
ed a one-room school, 

At noon time one day our superinten- 
dent was visiting us. The children were 
finishing washing and opening their lun- 
chboxes. One boy in an upper grade 
called out, “Well, dog biscuits againl” 

His uncle had placed one in his box, 
as a joke. | knew the family so | knew 
this, but | wondered what the 
superintendent thought. - 

Another noon time recreation was 
sliding on the big hill road, either with 
single sleds or with the double-runner, 
which carried several children, When 
the traffic increased, we no longer went 
sliding in the road.

When fun time was over, all settled 
down to work. 

My discipline was strict but not un- 
comfortably so. One boy, out of school 
several years, visited me one day and 
talked about school days, He said, “You 
know, we tried to follow school rules but 
we were never afraid of you.” 

1 was always happy when | saw my 
pupils growing and improving each day 
and year, | taught Jim to read and John 
to write, It was a feeling of accomplish- 
ment that was found in no other work. 
When | saw the results of my efforts | 
knew | had carried out part of my 
ambitions, 


Modernization comes 


As the years passed, our schoolhouse 
improved. In the 1920s water was 
brought in a pail from a spring. There 
was one dipper to dip water to in- 
dividual cups. In the 1930s we had two 
water jugs and paper cups, Then a sink 
was put in, The water then was brought 
from the neighbor’s home. In 1945 it 
was brought in on the bus. The bus 
began coming around 1942 because 
three other one-roomers were closed, 

Our heating system changed from 
wood to an oil bumer and the last years 
to a fumace, and we had flush toilets and 
running water,

machinery, but the industry still provides 
good jobs—hard jobs—for the area 
residents. 
Loggers have joined the mainstream 
of community life, however, and are no 


longer looked upon as some unusual - 


race. As late as the early part of this cen- 
tury, a paper reported an accident in the 
following terms: “Two men and a log- 
ger drowned.” In 1856 a writer describ- 
ed loggers this way: “They are a young 
and powerfully built race of men, most 
ly New Englanders, generally unmarried, 
and though rude in their manner, and 
intemperate, are quite intelligent. They 
seem to have a passion for their wild and 
toilsome life, and judging from their 
dress, | should think possess a fine eye 
for the comic and fantastic.” 

Life in the woods was difficult and re- 
quired hardy men, possibly with an eye 
for the comic. Mostly, logging was 
winter work, as snow was needed to 
smooth the terrain and make skidding 
the logs easier. 

Generally loggers would go into the 
woods in late summer or early fall, do 
some rudimentary road work, build a 
camp—with sometimes as many as 50 
men sleeping under one roof—and wait 
for snow. Sometimes a dam was built on 
a stream or river if the water supply for 
the spring drive looked doubtful, 

With freeze-up and the first snow, four 
months of six-days-a-week, daylight-to- 
dark work began, 

The days were mostly all the same: 
The loggers would go into the woods in

the moming after a breakfast of salt pork 
and beans (which was what they had for 
supper and dinner, too, varied occa- 
sionally with fresh venison or bear meat), 
cut the trees down with axes, limb and 
buck them into lengths (also with axes), 
and skid the logs to a brow or rollway 
from which they could be rolled into the 
river or stream when the spring thaw 
came, 

Sundays were spent grinding axes, 
repairing chains, swapping stories, 
visiting other camps, but mostly doing 
nothing. After six days of extreme 
physical exertion, just lying in their

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bunks felt pretty good. There was 
seldom a prayer book or any other 
reading matter in camp. Loggers talked 
to their Creator only when calling down 
His wrath on a stubborm tree or 
recalcitrant horse, or anything else that 
might keep the logs from flowing 
smoothly from the stump to the landing. 

Springtime brought the end of the 
season's work for the logger, and who 
could blame him if all he wanted to do 
was go into town and get a skinful of 
whiskey and a young lady to help him 
spend his hard-earned. money while 
forgetting the rigars of the past season. 


After four months in camp, most loggers 
were ready to howl. But first the logs had 
to be driven to the mill, which was 
usually miany miles down river, 
Driving the logs down a river was one 
of the most exciting spectacles in 
American industry. It attracted the most 
daring of men, and the most skillful. 
River drivers had to ride logs, break 
jams, chase stray logs that might get 
hung up on the bank of the river, and, 
in general, make sure that each and 
every log that had been cut that winter 
got to the mill. They were always cold
